our lives'and property. So their pay for many 
hours overtime, at the dangerous work, battlin, 
with fires, amounts.to smoke, ? 

Surely these policemen volunteers, who save 
us the expence of an ‘independnt brigade 
deserve some substantial recognition for their 
services, ," ey :

THE NEW GUINEA MASSACRE. 
—_— 

The terribly cruel character of the New 
Guinea natives is shown by the particulars. of 
the murder of Mrs, Wolff, the wife of a planter 
in German New Guinea recently: \ The ‘body 
of Mrs. Wolff was found lying at the foot of the 
‘steps with countless wounds'on the face and 
body, inflicted ‘by:a tomahawk and spears, 


| Alongside it was’ the body of her four months 


old baby, with a tomahawk gash on its face, 
and near by was found outstretched the body 
of a black nurse, also butchered by the savages. 
The cnnients of. the house were completely 
destroyed. ‘Piano, chairs, tables and pictures 
weve broken up and scattered on the floor, 
whilst all the clothing was carried away into 
the bush. The. only, articles that: temained 
intact were the iron bedsteads. A considerable 
sum of money. was-stolen, The police, : 
planters, business men and 140 friendly 
Natives staried out at once, in pursuit of 
the savages, and ‘during the {first two days ‘10 
prisoners were taken, and about: thirty killed, 
Neatly all the Euyoneans and over 1,500 


lnbourers were scattered ‘over the, Papyratava 


districts, giving chase ta the natives, burning 
their houses, and destroying their plantations; 
in fact, sparing only women and children. 

The following statement was made by Mr. 
Wolff:—“T stared from my home at 7 o'clock 
in the'morning, I had men of the Paparatava 
tribe at my premises, never thinking for a mo- 
ment that they were.waiching me. When about 
ten. minutes’ ride from home I heard atterrible 
cry, and suspécting somey savage. treachery, | 
‘galloped full speed. back towards the house, 
and found to my horror that my house was sur- 
rounded by 400 savages, I madean attemptto |. 


‘enter, but was repulsed by countless weapons of 


all kinds. My poor wife and child were lying 
dead in the back-yard, and I turned away from 


the -ghestly scence and rode in wild excites_|- 
ment lo procure assistance. Miss Koe, who.|.” 


was an inmate of the establishment, alsa mar-. 
rowly escaped ‘death... She .was struck two 


‘blows with a tomahawk, and fell down the 


steps into the yard, being then pulled into the |, 
kitchen by a Solomon Islander, employed’as a 
cook, The natives could not find her. She 
afterwards concealed herself in the bush, and, 
in the darkness, made her way to the next
